Reading this month’s feature about 
Britain’s travelling post offices — the 
trains on which mail was sorted in 
transit — prompted me to revisit the 
acclaimed short film Night Mail, made by 
the GPO Film Unit in 1936. 

It’s showing its age now, as well it might, rather 
grainy in black and white, and not always 
convincingly scripted. It has been given a new lease 
of life by being easily available for viewing on the 
internet, but it seems incongruous there given what 
digital communication makes possible today. 

Film buffs revere it as classic example of 1930s 
documentary-making, and analyse how it was 
influenced by Soviet propaganda newsreels. I don’t 
know about that, but I appreciate the way it worked, 
and still works, on several different levels. 

On one level, it was a promotional piece, reminding 
people just how much effort and organisation went 
into distributing the mail from one part of the 
country to another while they were asleep in bed. 

On another, it was a work of art, incorporating 
poetry by W H Auden and music by Benjamin Britten 
(both in their 20s at the time) which chimed perfectly 
with the pounding of an express train along a track. 

On yet another, it is a valuable historical record of 
a vital element of the postal service during its 
heyday, when receiving letters was still something to 
look forward to. And when, despite the limitations of 
technology in the age of steam, your post arrived at 
breakfast time rather than lunch time!

The postage stamp that 
travelled to the outer 
edge of the solar system 

The flypast of Pluto by NASA’s New Horizons space probe in July is 
clainned to have nnade philatelic history, in nnore ways than one. 

The probe carries on board an exannple of the USA’s 1991 stannp 
from the Space Exploration series, depicting Pluto, making this 
the furthest that any postage stamp has ever travelled — to the 
outer edges of the solar system, no less! 

Furthermore, since the 29c value is inscribed ‘Not yet explored’ 

(whilst other stamps in the set bore the name of the space probe 
sent to study the respective planet), this is claimed to be the first 
time that a stamp has been present at the event that made its 
design redundant! 

New Horizons was launched in 2006, the same year that Pluto’s 
status was downgraded from that of a planet to that of a dwarf 
planet, after objects of a similar size were discovered in the 
Kuiper Belt beyond Neptune. 



Sweden-USA joint issue hails Ingrid Bergman 


A joint issue by Sweden and the United States on August 20 is to 
honour the celebrated stage and film actress Ingrid Bergman, on 
the 100th anniversary of her birth. 

One stamp from each country is based on a photograph of 
Bergman by Laszlo Willinger, taken in around 1940, with the 
Swedish stamp being engraved by Lars Sjbbblom and printed by a 
combination of recess and offset lithography. 

A second Swedish stamp is based on a watercolour painting by 


Stina Wirsen, and printed by lithography. 

The monochrome US stamp is a 19th issue in the ongoing Legends 
of Hollywood series, which commenced in 1995. 

Bergman, who was born in Stockholm but lived and worked for 
many years in the USA, starred in many European and American 
films, including Casablanca and Notorious, and won three Oscars. 

Sweden and the USA previously collaborated over an issue 
honouring Greta Garbo in 2005. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 


British soldier appears 
on South Korea stamp 

A British war hero has been rennennbered on a South Korean stannp. 

Lieutenant CoLonet Jannes Came is portrayed on one of 10 
self-adhesive designs nnarking the 65th anniversary of the start of 
the Korean War in 1950. 

Came Led the 1st Battalion, the Gloucestershire Reginnent at the 
Battle of Innjin River in April 1951, rebuffing an attack by the 
numerically superior forces of the Chinese army. This allowed 
other United Nations forces time to regroup, which was crucial in 
the defence of Seoul. 

He was later awarded the Victoria Cross for his bravery in 
combat, but after being taken prisioner he spent 19 months in 
solitary confinement in North Korea. He died in 1986. 

The other nine stamps in the set honour one French, two 
American and six South Korean veterans. 


Jersey set focusus on 
technology advances 
in World War I 


The second issue in Jersey’s five-part series marking the centenary 
of World War I focuses on changes in the way war was waged 
between 1914-18. 

Using sepia tones contrasting with vibrant colours, for a 
before-and-after effect, the set of six stamps feature advances in 
mechanisation (from cavalry to tanks), communication (from 
semaphore to radio), camouflage (from grey ships to dazzle ships), 
uniforms (from ceremonial to practical), observation (from balloons 
to aircraft) and tactics (from flowing movement to trench warfare). 

A miniature sheet recalls the exploits of Jersey-born pilot 
Charles Mossop, who became the first man to sink an enemy 
submarine from the air in 1917, and the first Jerseyman to land a 
plane on the island in 1918. 






Canada error 
withdrawn 
after three 
days on sale 

Canada Post withdrew a stamp released in 
July after it was pointed out on the day of 
issue that it used an incorrect image. 

One of a set of five highlighting UNESCO 
World Heritage Sites, issued on July 3, 
purported to show Dinosaur Provincial Park 
in Alberta. In fact, it showed scenery from a 
different part of the province. 

The photograph depicting hoodoos 
(columns of rock created by weathering) 
was so striking that it was also used on the 
cover of the set’s accompanying booklets of 
six $1.20 stamps. 

Some 140,000 miniature sheets and 
160,000 booklets were due to be shredded, 
but it is unclear how many copies of the 
errorwere sold before the recall, which 
was announced on July 6. 

A replacement stamp is to be prepared

Alderney high value

Singapore has issued its first a ugnnented- reality stannps, to 
celebrate the country’s Golden Jubilee and its hosting of a world 
stannp exhibition for the third tinne. 

Two SG50 nniniature sheets of two $2 stannps, sold at a prenniunn 
at $5 each, reproduce Singapore’s 1960 and 1961 National Day 
stannps, featuring the national flag and national pledge respectively. 
When the stamps are scanned using a special mobile phone app, a 
video montage of the history of Singapore appears. 

This is the last of four issues in the run-up to the Singapore 2015 
Exhibition, which takes place at the Marina Bay Sands Expo Center 
from August 13-17. 

In addition to 450 competitive exhibits accepted from 66 different 
countries, there will be special displays by collectors and by the 
Singapore Philatelic Museum charting 180 years of the country’s 
stamps and postal history.

VICTORIA 1884-1900 , 

Stamp Duty £100 ^ 

The first part of the sale of the Tatiana collection 
by David Feldman had many exceptional lots, 
none more so than in the section featuring the revenue stamps of 
Victoria which were made valid for postal use. 

Examples of the three highest values of the 1884 Stamp Duty set, 
the £25, £50 and £100, were all included as single lots and sold for 
well over their pre-sale estimates. In fact the £100 rosine went for 
more than ten times its estimate. 

The series comprised existing revenue designs, issued for fiscal 
purposes in 1879, which were declared valid as postage stamps. 
Initially recess-printed, they were subsequently produced by 
lithography and typography. 

Naturally enough, the higher values had little postal purpose, and 
are rare both mint and used. Although they are listed in Stanley 
Gibbons catalogues, many are unpriced other than with fiscal 
cancellations.

AUSTRALIA 1936 

Unissued Edward VIII 2d 



Appearing in the 
latest Phoenix 
auction was an 
Australian rarity of 
which only two 
examples are 
destined to remain 
in private hands:

Only one block of 
six of the stamps 
survived 

destruction, and it 
has recently been 
split up into two 
singles and a block 
of four, with the 
vendor stating that

The stamps escaped onto the philatelic market after the Governor 
of Victoria was presented with a sheet during his visit to the Note 
Printing Branch of the Commonwealth Bank of Australia in 1936, 
where he witnessed its production. 

Following the abdication of the King shortly afterwards, and the 
decision not to issue the stamps, the Governor was asked to return 
the sheet, but he had already detached a block and sent it to 
England. It was never retrieved.

Cherrystone’s auction of world rarities had a large section of the 
Austrian stamps which were overprinted at Krakow for use in Poland 
in January 1919, the ultimate gem being the country’s rarest stamp. 

The 10k postage due was normally overprinted ‘Poczta/Polska’ in 
red, but just 15 
examples are known 
to have been 
overprinted in black, 
and to date only 10 
of these have been 
accounted for. 

Poland was 
re-emerging as an 
independent state 
after more than a 
century of partition 
by Austria, Prussia 
and Russia, and its 
first definitives were 
not available until 
later in 1919.

One of the highlights of Kelleher’s sale of 
the collection put together by the 
Fleischmann family was one of the rarest 
and most desirable of US revenues: an 1873 
Internal Revenue proprietary $5 green and 
black, portraying George Washington. 

Originally, this was thought to be only the 
third certified example of the stamp on 
green paper, but it has since been

taxes on manufactured goods, as distinct 
from documentary stamps, which were 
used for such things as receipts and legal 
paperwork.

Spink USA offered a number of German New Guinea stamps overprinted 
during the Australian occupation of the colony in World War I, including 
one of the rarest. 

This was the 5s on 5m carmine and black, the top value in the set, with 
the ‘GRI’ overprint (for Georgius Rex Imperator) from the first setting. It is 
thought that no more than 35 copies of this stamp were ever surcharged. 

These stamps were in use in late 1914 and early 1915 only, before being 
superseded by German registration labels and other surcharges.

This interesting example of an ‘abnormal’ 
Great Britain stamp of the Victorian era 
came up in UPA’s latest auction. 

It was the 6d value of 1872-73, from 
plate 12, printed in a pale chestnut shade 
which was never used for the issued 
stamp; it was printed in brown in 1872 and 
grey in 1873. 

The printer, De La Rue, used to submit 
several imperforate sheets for approval 
when a new plate was ready for use. One of 
these would be kept in the archives as the 
imprimatur sheet, but the remainder 
often ended up being perforated and 
postally used. 

In some cases these stamps were 
cancelled before the dates when they are 
known to have been put to press, although 
that is not the case with this example’s 
Cambridge postmark of March 28, 1873.

Wooden postcard 


This 1898 postcard from Bosnia & 
Flerzegovina to Austria was sold at 
Merkurphila’s latest auction for almost

£65 up to more than £3,000! 

What makes it so unusual? Well, for 
one thing it is made of wood, and has 
an attractive hand-drawn illustration 
of Ali Pasha’s Mosque in Sarajevo on 
the reverse.

15k, in what was a blatant breach of 
the postal regulations. 

Bosnia & Flerzegovina was a Turkish 
province under Austrian protection at 
the time, using stamps of the 
Austro-Flungarian Military Post.

Beneficial insects who 


we need to keep busy 




R oyal Mail will release a set of six 

sheet stamps and a miniature sheet 
devoted to Bees on August 18. 

With the insects in decline in their 
numbers and their range, it says the aim of 
the issue is to highlight the huge variety of 
British species and their importance in the 
pollination of food crops as well as in 
helping parks and gardens thrive. 

The species depicted on the individual 
stamps include both solitary and eusocial 
(community) bees, and represent different 
regions and habitats, each one being shown 
with an appropriate flower. 

In contrast, the miniature sheet is devoted 
entirely to the western honeybee. Apis 
mellifera, a eusocial species which is 
renowned for producing honey, beeswax, 
royal jelly and propolis resin, illustrating 


aspects of its behaviour. 

The counter sheet stamps were designed 
by Swedish-born Anna Ekelund, from 
illustrations by Richard Lewington (the 
same pair collaborated on the 2013 
Butterflies set), while the miniature sheet 
was designed by Interabang, from 
illustrations by Andy English. 

Both elements were printed in litho by 
International Security Printers. 

2nd class SCABIOUS BEE 

The scabious bee, Andrena hattorfiana 
(shown with the field scabious, Knautia 
arvensis], is one of the largest of the solitary 
bees. Its range has declined, but it can be 
found in sandy or open grassland in south- 
west England, East Anglia and south Wales, 
where its population is interdependent with 


that of its favourite plant. 

1st class GREAT YELLOW BUMBLEBEE 

The great yellow bumblebee, Bombus 
distinguendus (shown with the bird’s-foot 
trefoil, Lotus corniculatus], is a flagship 
conservation species in Scotland, having 
disappeared from 80% of its historic range. 
It forages in grassland on clover, vetch and 
knapweed. 

£1.00 NORTHERN COLLETES BEE 

The northern colletes bee, CoUetes fioralis 
(shown with the wild carrot, Daucus carota], 
is a very British species, with its UK and 
Irish populations representing 50% of the 
global total. It prefers sandy, coastal 
habitats, and forages on range of flowers 
including carrot and parsley. 
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V THE HONEYBEE 
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C1.33 BILBERRY BUMBLEBEE 

The bilberry bumblebee, Bombus monticola 
(shown with the bilberry, Vaccinium 
myrtillus], favours hilly habitats and is 
concentrated in north-east England, 
south-west England and Wales. Besides 
bilberry, it forages on bramble, raspberry, 
bell heather, sallow and leguminous plants, 
and is vital in pollinating nitrogen-fixing 
crops in agriculture. 

£1.52 LARGE MASON BEE 

The large mason bee, Osmia xanthomelana 
(shown with the horseshoe vetch, 
Hippocrepis comosa], is Britain’s rarest 
solitary bee, now found only at two sites in 
Wales. It forages nectar from vetch, 
bramble and bugle, and the females collect 


fresh water from cliffs and use 

nest cells of mud.

£2.25 POTTER FLOWER BEE 

The potter flower bee, Anthophora retusa 
(shown with the ground ivy, Giechoma 
hederacea], is found only in a few sites in 
south-east England after declining 
severely. A solitary bee, it favours the sandy 
soils of dunes, cliffs and commons, and 
forages from ground ivy, vetches, clovers 
and bird’s-foot trefoil. 

MINIATURE SHEET 

1st class WAGGLE DANCE 

Awestern honeybee returning from 
foraging is able to indicate the location of a 
good pollen and nectar source to the rest of 
the hive by shaking its abdomen in what is 
known as the ‘waggle dance’, while 
walking up and down the face of the 
honeycomb. Its orientation and the amount 
of shake is believed to relate the direction 
and flying time. 

1st class POLLINATION 

Honeybees need pollen for protein, and feed 
it to their larvae to help them grow. A single 
bee may visit 1,500 flowers to collect a load 
of pollen, and in the process it will transfer 
pollen between plants, enabling them to 
reproduce. A honeybee’s antennae are 100 
times more sensitive than a human nose. 


£1.33 MAKING HONEY 

Honeybees need nectar as a source of 
carbohydrate, and they transform it into 
honey by using digestive enzymes to break 
down sugars, evaporating most of the 
moisture from it and storing it in wax 
honeycombs. In its lifespan, a single 
honeybee may produce about one 
teaspoonful of honey. Humans have kept 
bees to harvest surplus honey for millennia, 
and the stamp shows a man-made hive. 

£1.33 TENDING YOUNG 

Besides pollen, all honeybee larvae are fed 
royal jelly, a secretion from the glands in 
the heads of worker bees. Those fed for 
longer develop into queens capable of laying 
eggs. Royal jelly also used by some humans 
as a dietary supplement. 

OTHER PRODUCTS 

The presentation pack is written by Dave 
Goulson, Professor of Biology at the 
University of Sussex and the founder of the 
Bumblebee Conservation Trust, explaining 
the importance of these insects. 

As ever, stamp cards and first day covers 
are available.

An example of one of Britain’s rarest missing colour errors 
is on the market for the first time, estimated at £10,000. 

The 1980 Sports Centenaries 15p is missing gold, which 
leaves it without the Queen’s head. Only two other examples 
of this variety have been recorded. 

The stamp was spotted in a presentation pack purchased 
at the time of issue, as was at least one of the other two. It is 
thought likely that the error affected less than a full sheet, 
but that other examples may be lying unnoticed in packs.

Commemorative 
sheet marks 200 years 
of the Gurkhas 


Royal Mail will issue a commemorative sheet on August 20 to 
commemorate the 200th anniversary of service to the British 
armed forces by the Gurkhas. 

The first Gurkha regiment was created in 1815 following a 
peace deal signed between Nepal and the British East India 
Company, which allowed the latter to recruit soldiers from the 
Himalayan kingdom. 

It began by fighting frontier battles protecting British India, 
remained Loyal to the crown during the Indian Mutiny, and Later 
fought in both world wars and most other conflicts in which 
Britain has been involved. Today’s Gurkha brigades are still 
recruited from young men living in Nepal. 

The labels accompanying the 10 1st class Union Flag stamps 
reflect this busy history, and the sheets, produced in a limited 
edition of 7,500, are priced £14.95 each.

Don Staddon has the inside line on British 
stannp printings, post office supplies and 
developments in postal mechanisation 

BEES PRINTING 

The Bees set was litho-printed by International Security 
Printers from cylinder numbers Cl, Cl, Cl, Cl, Cl, 
phosphor Cl. The phosphor comes in two broad bands, 
and the year '2015' is microprinted on each stamp. 

Sheets of 50 stamps are divided into two panes of 25 by 
a horizontal gutter, and there are cylinder numbers in the 
sheet margins on each pane. 

The boxed grids in the margins reveal that the 1st class 
value was printed on its own, the 2nd class alongside the 
£2.25, and the £1 together with the £1.33 and £1.52. 

BOOKLET PRINTINGS 

Cylinder numbers seen on the Bees retail booklet are 
W1 X 6, phosphor W1. The year code in the security 
overlay of the four 1st class Machins is 'W15L’. 

BUSINESS SHEET PRINTINGS 

A comprehensive listing of business sheet header panels, 
showing all of the known issue dates, has been compiled 
by Richard Highton and is being printed in instalments in 
the newsletter of the Machin Collectors Club. 

POST & GO MACHINES 

A Royal Mail Post & Go machine was due to go into service 
at the Royal Navy Submarine Museum at Gosport on July 
28, vending Machin and Union Flag designs with the 
location identifier 'The RNSM’ in the overprint. 

POST & GO VALUE ERRORS 

2nd class versions of both the Working Sail and Heraldic 
Beasts stamps have been reported, the latter from 
Hastings, even though these are not supposed to exist. 



POST & GO INSCRIPTION ERRORS 

A software glitch with the British Postal Museum & 
Archive's Post & Go machine caused a bizarre errorwhich 
affected the 1st class and 2nd class Machin-head stamps. 
Instead of having the Maltese Cross image accompanying 
the 'Penny Black 175' commemorative text, they were 
vended with a version of the Wings logo which was used 
on the 'Inland Airmail 1934' stamps last year! 

Errors exits from the afternoon of July 8 and the 
morning of July 9, before the fault was rectified. 

The Wings motif was what might be described as a 
digital essay for the airmail logo, not identicalto the one 
printed on the 2014 stamps. Following the correction, the 
Maltese Cross motif is in a slightly different position, set 
lower and further to the right.

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SOAPBOX 

The contesting of the Ashes this summer reminds Alastair Gunn 
of the paucity of British stamps issued on the theme of cricket 


I wrote a Soapbox column at the time of 
the Ryder Cup (October 2014 issue, p31) 
about the shortage of British stamps on 
the theme of golf. Now the battle for the 
Ashes is underway, and I feel compelled 
to say the same about cricket! 

Ashes matches remain the main event 
in cricket. No other international fixture 
has the aura of a full test series between 
England and Australia. It has a history 
dating back to 1877, despite the two 
protagonists being based on opposite 
sides of the world — and try naming 
another sport where a single match can 
be contested over five full days... 

So how does Royal Mail celebrate this 
great event? Well, it has issued just 10 
stamps on the theme of cricket, ever. 
That is the same number as in January’s 
Alice in Wonderland set alone.

INSIPIDNESS FROM BRITAIN 

The first of these stamps, issued in 1973, 
were a set of three celebrating the 
Centenary of County Cricket. Their line 
drawings of W G Grace lack visual 
appeal, but more importantly they also 
lack any hint that cricket can be a fast- 
paced game, instead suggesting that it is 
played by fat old men. 

The next nod to cricket, in 1980, was 
the 17V2P value in the Sports 
Centenaries set, supposedly recalling 
the first England v Australia test match 
at the Oval. It is a mystery how it was 
supposed to do that by showing two 
players on an anonymous cricket field. 

A stamp which noted cricket in passing 
was one of the 34p values in the 1988 
Bicentenary of Australian Settlement 
issue, again portraying W G Grace. It was 
modern in design, but a little confused, 
and once again it failed to illustrate the 
athleticism of modern cricket. 

The next stamp on the theme was truly 
dull. The 35p in the 1994 Summertime 
set showed spectators watching a test 
match at Lord’s, and once again there 
was no action in the image. Is summer in 
Britain about nothing more than sitting 
passively? No wonder English cricket 
was performing so poorly at the time... 

Finally there was the 2005 miniature 
sheet of four stamps celebrating 
England winning an Ashes series after a 
long wait. It showed real players playing 
and celebrating, and finally had energy 
in the images, yet it was criticised 
because it smelt of jumping on a

commercial bandwagon. 

Besides these 10 stamps. Royal Mail 
has featured cricket on four booklet 
covers in 1987-88, marking the 
bicentenary of the Marylebone Cricket 
Club, and a small number of postmarks, 
but that still doesn’t amount to much. 

It has barely acknowledged the sport’s 
existence, showing much more interest 
in television programmes. 

INSPIRATION FROM AUSTRALIA? 

The 2005 issue highlights a major 
problem in Royal Mail’s stamp policy: it 
either ignores living sports stars or 
makes too much of them, rarely striking

the right balance. Perhaps we could 
learn from, of all countries, Australia! 

The Australian Legends series 
comprises one issue a year celebrating 
living people’s contributions to 
Australian identity. The fact that they are 
living is key, as that helps to get the 
public interested. Fittingly, the series 
began, in 1997, with a great cricketer.

Asimilar British series would require 
a change of tack by Royal Mail, but not a 
major one, given the number of living 
actors, comedians and even footballers 
who’ve been portrayed in recent years.

TALKING POINT 


PLAYING THE MARKET 

The buying and selling of philatelic material is increasingly migrating online. 
Is internet trading having a detrimental effect on our hobby? 


I n any collecting hobby, a 
little knowledge can be a 
dangerous thing. People 
know that an itenn of a certain 
provenance, type, design and 
age can fetch high prices, and 
they start to believe that this 
applies to all connparable itenns, 
regardless of scarcity and 
condition. 

For sonne hobbies, the bane of 
life is the car boot sale, where 
one can see quite astonishing 
prices being asked for nnundane 
nnaterial, or interesting nnaterial 
but in sub-standard condition. In 
philately, I worry that on-line 
trading now presents similar 
difficulties. 

The internet has opened up a 
worldwide market, providing 
greater opportunities for finding 
stamps and postal history 
which, in earlier times, would 
never have come one’s way. It is 
easier than ever to check what 
stocks dealers hold, and the 
simple recourse of looking up a 
particular stamp using a search 
engine can produce an 
unexpected source of supply. 

To be fair, there are also 
bargains to be found, especially 
when an unrecognised rare 
variety is offered by an 
uninitiated seller. 

However, those with less 
experience can easily be led into 
believing the provenance of 
material, when it is suspect, and 
accepting the prices being 
asked as realistic, when in 
reality they are far from it. 

Whilst I realise that in an 
on-line auction it is up to would- 
be purchasers to determine the 
price, there are many sellers 
who offer a ‘buy it now’ option at 
a speculative price, to tempt 
buyers into jumping the gun. 

It’s not just a question of 
condition, where people have 
different views on the definitions 
of ‘mint’ and ‘fine used’, but also 
scarcity, where sellers ask 
unrealistically high prices for 
recently discovered errors and 


varieties before a market price 
has been established. 

Those who have been 
collecting for a while know by 
instinct what is a fair price 


(although I am sure we have all, 
at times, paid over the odds 
because the ‘must have it’ 
impulse has kicked in!), and 
conversely whether an offer is

simply too good to be true. 

On the other hand, there are 
many who do not have the same 
experience, and presume that 
the asking price is justified. 

Of course, it is not only 
buyers who may be lacking in 
experience. This can also apply 
to vendors. 

In my early collecting days 
there were many stamp shops 
around, and I fondly remember 
wandering the streets of central 
London going from one dealerto 
the next. Mail order was 
available, but visiting a shop in 
person was a more reliable way 
to get exactly what you wanted 
at the right price. 

The dealers had built up their 
knowledge by working in the 
trade for many years, and, with 
just a very few exceptions, they 
could be trusted to know what 
they were selling and offer it at 
a realistic price. 

It was by chatting in person to 
dealers that I built up much of 
my love and knowledge of 
philately. In an age where few 
stamp shops remain, is the lack 
of this personal contact proving 
detrimental to the hobby? 

There are two aspects to my 
concern. Firstly, if those who 
are attracted to our hobby for 
the pure enjoyment it brings are 
routinely provided with 
misleading information, will 
they be put off continuing when 
the truth dawns? Secondly, if 
those who are buying in the 
hope of reselling at a profit have 
their hopes shattered, what 
repercussions will that have? 

In the second case, you might 
well say ‘it serves them right’. 
But in both cases the outcome 
could be philately getting a 
bad press. ■

GB TRAVELLING POST OFFICE 

On the move 

Britain's system of moving mail around the country by rail, and sorting it in transit, 
proved remarkably efficient for 166 years. But it wasn't all plain sailing 

■ Report by John Wright 



V isitors to Britain in the 

heyday of the postal service 
in the 19th and 20th 
centuries might have noted what 
an efficient distribution system it 
had, conveying mail around the 
country night and day via the 
extensive railway network and 
having carriages full of post office

DID YOU KNOW? 


■ The first time mail was sorted on a moving 
train was in January 1838. The carriage used on 
the run between Birmingham and Liverpool 
was a converted horsebox. 

■ The first special postal train was operated by 
the Great Western Railway in February 1855. 

■ The first used of specially designed drop-off 
and pick-up apparatus for mail pouches came in 
1866, also on the Great Western Railway. 


staff on board sorting letters as 
they went. 

The mystery would be why the 
operation was discontinued at the 
beginning of the 21st century, 
becoming a historical curiosity. 

The Travelling Post Office was 
established in the early days of the 
public railways, when an 1838 Act 
of Parliament required the 
emerging train companies to carry 
mail as directed by the Postmaster 
General. 

It lasted 166 years, until it was 
wound up on January 9, 2004, its 
importance having been eroded by 
Dr Richard Beeching's railway 
network closures, an increasing 
preference for air and road 
transport, and health and safety 
concerns. 

It is certainly true that those who 
worked in the cramped, rickety 
carriages required a strong 


constitution. One inspector told 
The Ludgate Magazine in 1899 that 
they suffered the equivalent of 
sea-sickness, and that it took 'three 
weeks to acquire one's mail-legs'. 

But it seems the speed and 
rhythm of the trains as they raced 
through the countryside might 
have induced high productivity 
from the gutsy workforce: the 
delicious irony was that when 
former TPO workers were relocated 
to regular sorting offices, they were 
found to sort letters at twice the 
speed of anyone else. 

Immortalised on film 

The neat organisation behind the 
Travelling Post Office was best 
recorded for posterity by 
Night Mail, the famous 1936 
documentary made by the GPO 
Film Unit about the London to 
Glasgow mail train.

POSTMARKS 


TPOs had built-in postboxes, so that mail could be posted while the 
train stood at a station platform. 

Items of mail posted in this way, and therefore cancelled on board, 
received the distinctive postmark of that particular TPO route. 

This would usually indicate the direction of travel. Typically, ‘up’ 
means towards London and ‘down’ means away from London.

Tour million miles every year! 
500 million letters every year!' 
proclaimed the Movietone-style 
voice-over to an aerial shot of the 
speeding train, later enthusing. 
Those letters were posted in 
Bletchley half an hour ago!' 

There was substance behind the 
hyperbole. 'There are seven sorting 
vans on the postal special,' said the 
narrator. 'Each sorter has 48 pigeon 
holes, each representing a town.' 
The town names were scribbled in 
chalk over the pigeon holes, and 
were changed accordingly as the 
train progressed and mail was 
dropped off. 

When pigeon holes were full, the 
letters were tied in a bundle and 
put into the labelled bags which 
hang behind the sorters on the 
other side of the carriage. When 
these were full, they were labelled 
and sealed ready for despatch. 

In contrast to the clipped, class- 
conscious narration, the film also 
featured real employees of the Post 
Office and the London, Midland & 
Scottish Railway, albeit working 
with a script. 

'Take it away, sonny boy!' says 
one sorter. 'Right ho, handsome!' 
replies his colleague, the silly 
smiles making it clear that these 
TPO employees were enjoying 
hamming it up for the night. 

The jokes they were given to say 
were as bad as their acting: 

'There's something in these bags 
alright, Bert. Must be old Fred's 
coupon night.' 

Mailbag transfers 

One of the beauties of Night Mail 
was that it showed how the TPO 
actually functioned, not least how 
mail pouches were dropped off 
and picked up without the train |>

needing to stop, using the most 
ingenious of devices. 

At 34 points between London 
and Glasgow, waiting postmen set 
up a net to catch the mails dropped 
by the train, and strapped up their 
own mail in strong leather pouches 
on a pole to be picked up; in both 
cases a spring clip was activated on 
impact to effect the transfer. 

The clatter and bang recorded on 
film, almost like the sound of a 
gunshot, reveals that this was a 
crisp and violent transfer, and you 
wonder how flawless it was. 

Tut it out now?' one young sorter 
on the train asks anxiously, looking 
pensively out the window. 

'No. You need two bridges and 45 
beats,' replies an old stager. 

As you watch the nervous junior 
counting, you imagine him ejecting 
the pouch after two bridges and 
just 43 beats, thereby taking out the 
local vicar as he strolled innocently 
down a village lane. 

Harmless glitches 

Written accounts confirm that there 
was plenty of room for error in 
these routine transfers of mailbags. 

In some instances, a passenger 
leaning too far out of the window 
found his head came into violent 
contact with a pouch which was 
supposed to have been grabbed by 
the mail carriage in front of him 
but was missed. 

In The Bristol Royal Mail, 
published in 1899, R C Tombs wrote 
of problems with TPO apparatus at 
Yatton, 'the pouch usually being 
dropped and carried along by the 
train, with mutilation of the mail 
bags and a general scattering of the 
letters.' 

Once, when a bundle of letters 
went missing, it was found a few 
days later in a field, having flown 
over two hedges and an 
intervening lane. Another time, a 
letter containing £20 in gold 
sovereigns was burst open and the 
coins scattered over the line. 

The Post Office's own 
St Martin' s-le- Grand Magazine once 
reported that a mail pouch 
dropped from a TPO at 
Chippenham failed to land in the 
net but instead flew high into the 
air. A trackside search proved 
fruitless, and the mystery as to its 
whereabouts was solved only when 
'a signalman at a level crossing two 
miles away noticed the missing 
article on the top of the train.'

A TPO worker was quoted as 
saying, 'If it'll ride two miles, it'll 
ride two hundred', so on the roof it 
remained until the train stopped at 
Didcot, 40 miles down the line. 

Personal accidents 

Two things Night Mail glossed over 
were the discomforts and dangers 
of working on these trains. 

Facilities were lacking on the 
early TPOs, and it was not just a 
question of a lack of urns and food 
warmers; it was a while before 
toilets were introduced. Their 
installation was strongly 


recommended, according to the 
British Postal Museum & Archive's 
online exhibition, 'following an 
accident where a postal worker was 
killed while relieving himself at 
the rear of a sorting carriage.' 

In 1890 a young fireman lost his 
head, quite literally, while leaning 
out of his engine in Watford just as 
a TPO passed in the opposite 
direction. Its net had just picked up 
a pouch and was still extended 
during what was a 10-second 
operation. The first the sorters 
knew about the accident was when 
they found a cap among the

incoming mailbags. 

Equally, there are tales of 
devotion to duty in defiance of 
accidents. In about 1850, Samuel 
Bennett was so badly injured when 
two trains collided between Bristol 
and Birmingham that his 
colleagues thought he had died. 

Not only did he survive but, 

'Mail pouches were dropped off 
and picked up without the train 
needing to stop, using the most 
ingenious of devices' 

according to R C Tombs, as soon as 
he regained consciousness 'he got 
together some of his mail bags and 
carried them on to Bristol'. 

Major incidents 

Inevitably, travelling post offices 
were involved in several high- 
profile rail disasters. 

On the stormy evening of 
December 28, 1879, a six-carriage 
train was halfway across the 
newly-built iron-framed Tay |>

Bridge, just minutes away from its 
intended destination of Dundee, 
when the bridge collapsed. The 
train plummeted into the river, 
killing every one of the 75 people 
on board. 

It need never have happened. 

Four months before, a Board of 
Trade inspector had queried the 
effects of high wind on the 
structure, but no action had been 
taken. On the evening of the 
accident, according to a 2012 
investigation in Scotland Magazine, 
the carriages of a local shuttle train 
had been observed swaying

violently in the wind with sparks 
flying from its wheel flanges as the 
bridge buckled. 

A generation later, on October 15, 
1907, a sleeping car and mail train 
from Manchester failed to take a 
sharp curve at the downhill 
approach to Shrewsbury station in 
the middle of the night. A total of 
18 people were killed: the driver, 
the fireman, two guards, 11 
passengers and three Post Office 
employees. 

The speed limit around the bend 
was lOmph, but steam locomotives 
then had no speedometers. The 


inquiry into the cause of the crash 
was inconclusive, although 
drowsiness has always been known 
to affect night-time workers. 

Crime scenes 

Postal workers on trains had the 
added problem of crime to contend 
with, including several very 
high-profile cases. 

In January 1849 two thieves 
travelling as first-class passengers 
in the next carriage along from a 
TPO, between Bridgwater and 
Bristol, crept along a ledge which 
was only IViin (3.8cm) wide to the 


It is thought that two bags of mail were washed up on the beach at Broughty Ferry following the Tay Bridge disaster of 1879, but 
that only about 10 covers survive, in some cases with uncertain provenance. 

One example, auctioned for £880 by the Robert Murray Stamp Shop in Edinburgh in 2012, was addressed from London to 
Dundee, with its Penny Red stamp cancelled by a London EC duplex mark of December 27. The stamp has clearly been replaced 
after becoming detached, and a manuscript note reads 'In the train that fell with the Tay Bridge’. 

Another cover said to be as a survivor of the accident, auctioned for £2,300 by Grosvenor in London in 2010, has a Penny Red in 
reasonable condition but a smudged address and other damage. It is curious in that it was addressed from Forres to Aberdeen on 
December 27, and therefore should not have been found so far south, but it might have been sent via Edinburgh, either by mistake 
or intentionally for quicker handling.

mail-brake at the rear and broke in, 
stealing registered letters and 
money packages. 

Having alighted at Bristol and 
stashed the haul, they then 
boarded the night mail train from 
London and did exactly the same 
again on the way back to 
Bridgwater, before being 
apprehended in possession of their 


haul, plus a wool-stapler's hook 
and a false moustache. 

But the best known crime, of 
course, was the celebrated 'Great 
Train Robbery', whose nickname 
gave it a glamorous connotation 
which it didn't really deserve. 

Essentially what happened was 
that a violent gang of thugs took 
advantage of complacent security 


on the overnight TPO from 
Glasgow to London's Euston station 
in the early hours of August 8, 1963, 
finding it surprisingly easy to steal 
£2.6m. 

All they had to do was put a 
glove over the green light in a 
signal box and connect a battery to 
the red one, to cause the train to 
stop at Sears Crossing near 
Leighton Buzzard, remove 120 
sacks containing 636 high value 
packets (all conveniently labelled 
'HVP'), and cosh any of the 
defenceless staff who were brave 
enough to resist, seriously injuring 
the train driver. 

Most of the 15-strong gang 
were eventually arrested and 
convicted, and ordinary 
commercial mail was little affected, 
but the heist did serious damage to 
the banks' confidence in this 
method of moving banknotes 
around the country. 

Camaraderie 

Those who worked in the TPOs 
were either reassigned or retired 
early when the carriages came to a 
halt for the last time in 2004, but 
many have gone on record 
eulogising their life on rails, and 
the friendships it established. 

The most vivid collection of 
first-hand accounts can be found 
on YouTube, the video-sharing 
website which had not yet been 
created when the last TPO ran. 

In one film, romantically called 
The Last Mail Train From Swansea 
and recorded on July 25, 2003, 
Welsh postal worker John Clarke is 
almost speechless, saying merely, 
'The camaraderie was brilliant. It's 
second to none. Like a second 
family really' ■

DID YOU KNOW? 


In the nnid-20th century, some enterprising 
collectors and dealers came up with a way of 
getting new stamp issues postmarked one day 
early, thanks to travelling post offices. 

They would buy the stamps soon after 
midnight at the King Edward Building or 
Trafalgar Square post office in London (which 
were open 24 hours a day), then drive out of the 
capital to post covers on London-bound trains in 
the early morning. These would be given that 
night’s TPO postmark, which would be set with 
the previous evening’s date. 

The TPOs had to adopt different postmarks for 
first-day cancellations to prevent this practice.

No laughing matter 

Australia's experiments with recess printing produced a design with enormous 
charm in 1914, its desirability enhanced by its very limited print run 


■ Report by John Winchester 


W hen the Commonwealth 
Liberal Party won a tiny 
majority in the Australian 
Federal Election of June 1913, it 
didn't make for strong government. 

It did, however, pave the way for a 
classic stamp design. 

Joseph Cook, the incoming Prime 
Minister, was keen to sweep away 
any initiatives of the outgoing 
Labour government, one of which 
had been the Kangaroo & Map 
definitive, introduced just five 
months earlier as the first issue of 
the Commonwealth of Australia. 

Agar Wynne, the new 
Postmaster-General, was equally 
desperate to replace economical 
typography with elegant recess 
printing. He was soon revisiting 
the entries for the stamp design 
competition initiated in 1911, in an 
attempt to find a new solution. 

The winning essay, by Herman 
Altmann, was too complex for a 
stamp-sized engraving, but he had 
also submitted a king's head design 
which might be the basis for a 
low-value stamp. Wynne also noted 
an essay by E T Luke illustrating a 
cockatoo, which he decided might 
be suitable for a high-value if 
replaced by a kookaburra. 

The two contrasting images were 
given to Ronald Harrison, the son 
of the Melbourne-based printer T S 
Harrison, to prepare essays, which 
were approved for stamps of Id 
and 6d respectively. 

The 'Penny Georgian' went on 
sale in December 1913, but recess 
printing proved such a time-

branch of a gum tree. It enjoyed a 
more favourable reception than the 
15-value Kangaroo & Map series 
which continued to dominate 
Australia's postage. 

The stamp was printed in panes 
of 120 on unwatermarked paper, 
line-perforated 11. The colour was 
officially described as claret, but 
paler and richer shades exist. 

The perforation was poor, and 
off-centre stamps are almost the 
norm. Examples can also be found 
with doubled perforations, both 
horizontally and vertically. 

But perhaps the biggest pity was 
that the print run of the 6d, which 
met the postage rate for overseas 
registered letters and served as a 
telegraph stamp, was only 960,000. 
The shortage of well-centred copies 
left empty spaces in many albums.

Several re-engravings and 

reprints boosted interest in the 
Laughing Kookaburra design. 

In 1928 it was re-engraved by 
H W Bell and reissued as a 3d blue 
to mark the National Stamp 
Exhibition in Melbourne, printed 
in sheets of 60, arranged in panes 
of four, by John Ash. 

Four years later it reverted to its 
original status as a 6d red-brown, 
in a new engraving by Fred 
Manley, again printed by Ash. 

The kookaburra featured in the 
1937-49 definitive series was a

The 1914 6d Laughing Kookaburra is catalogued 
at around £80 mint and £60 fine used, and you 
will pay a premium for a well-centred example. 

The 1928 3d and 1932 6d stamps are less 
expensive, although a 1928 'miniature sheet’ 
pane of four is a three-figure purchase. 


consuming process that the 6d 
Laughing Kookaburra did not 
appear until August 26, 1914. Less 
than three weeks later, the 
government which commissioned 
it was swept out of office. 

The design had a perky charm, 
with the bird sitting boldly on the 


completely different design, but in 
1978, on its 50th anniversary, the 3d 
blue was reproduced as a stamp- 
on-stamp design in a miniature 
sheet for National Stamp Week. 

In the battle between the king, 
the kangaroo and the kookaburra, 
perhaps the kookaburra had the

Modernist world 


The style we now know as Art Deco influenced all forms of design in the 1920s and 
1930s. Where should you look for it on stamps, and how will you recognise it? 

■ Report by Michael Chambers 


A rt Deco is an artistic style 
that conjures up a 
glamorous world of 
Manhattan skyscrapers, 

Hollywood musicals, cinematic 
palaces, grand hotels and luxury 
ocean liners. But its influence was 
felt in almost all aspects of life 
during the 'roaring' 1920s, the 
Depression era of the 1930s and the 
turmoil of the 1940s. 

On the larger scale, its legacy 
includes architectural icons such as 
the Chrysler Building in New York 
and the Daily Express Building in 
London. On a smaller scale, you 
can see it in the pottery of Clarice 
Cliff, the glassware of Rene Lalique 
or the bronzes of Ferdinand Preiss. 

However, its influence was 
apparent in all forms of design, 
including art, fashion, furniture, 
photography, transport, industrial 
design and, of course, stamps. 

Indeed, it probably had a greater 
impact on stamp design than any 
other artistic movement, before or 
since. Its influence can be seen in 
the philatelic output of more than 
50 countries around the world. 

Spirit of the age 

The term Art Deco did not come 
into general use until the 1960s, 
but it takes its name from the 
Exposition Internationale des Arts 
Decoratifs et Industriels Modernes, 
a grand exhibition of design and 
decoration held in Paris from April 
to October 1925. 

Art Deco reflected an 
international desire for modernity 
and escapism which characterised 
the years after the slaughter of 
World War I. It was an eclectic 
style, combining traditional design 
approaches with machine-age 
motifs, and rich ornamentation 
with geometric shapes. 

Although it was wide-ranging, it 
had many unifying elements which 
help to make it instantly 
recognisable, including recurring

shapes, such as spheres, polygons 
and chevrons, and recurring 
motifs, such as the frozen fountain, 
the sunburst and the pyramid. 

One of its strengths lay in its 
adaptability, so it could mean 
different things to different people, 
from the fantasy world of 
Hollywood and flapper girls to the 
more mundane world of mass- 
produced consumer goods made 
with new materials such as 
Bakelite, one of the earliest plastics. 

It was not universally popular. It 
was despised, for example, by strict

modernists such as the Swiss- 
French architect Te Corbusier', 
who revered function over 
decoration. Yet its appeal was 
global: it was said of Art Deco that 
it was modern and it was 
everywhere. 

It certainly borrowed from earlier 
design styles. It was imbued with 
the same playfulness as the Art 
Nouveau of the late 19th and early 
20th centuries, but replaced its 
curvilinear patterns and trailing 
vines with geometric shapes and 
straight lines. 


A distinctive feature of Art Deco stamps was the use of angular, or in some cases 
sculpted inscriptions, in distorted shapes. One device frequently used was to confine 
the lettering within close parallel lines, simulating the appearance of wrought iron. 

Good examples can be seen in the Netherlands' Red Cross set of 1927 and France’s 
International Colonial Exhibition set of 1930.

Another strong influence was the 
cubism of Pablo Picasso, Georges 
Braque and Henri Matisse, which 
reduced human and animal forms 
to simple geometric forms. 

A part was also played by the 
great archaeological discoveries of 
the period, such as Tutankhamun's 
tomb in Egypt and the lost cities of 
the Aztecs and Mayans in Mexico. 
The pyramid became a favourite 
Art Deco motif, as did the 
decorative motifs of the ancient 
central-American civilisations. 

Fast starters 

Stamp designers, and the postal 
authorities for which they work, 
have not always been noted for 
their alacrity in responding to new 
artistic styles. The speed with 
which some embraced Art Deco, 
however, was impressive. You can 
find its tell-tale imprint on the 
stamps of a number of countries 
from as early as 1919. 

What was surprising, though, 
was that the countries which were 
at the forefront of Art Deco design 
in other fields were not the ones 
leading the way philatelically. The 
United States and the Scandinavian 
countries produced little in the 
idiom, for example. 

France's 1924-25 issue to promote 
the 1925 Exposition was designed 
by Edmond Becker in a suitable 
style, with typical Art Deco devices 
visible in the rays of the torch on 
two values, the stylised vase on 
another and the architectural form 
of the chateau on a third. French 
stamps, however, rapidly retreated 
to more conservative approaches.

were most prominent in 
incorporating Art Deco into stamp 
design were Austria, Germany and 
the Netherlands. 

The style could be conveyed 
effectively through a wide range of 
printing methods: recess, 
photogravure, typography and 
lithography were all deployed 
successfully. 

Photogravure was perhaps best 
suited to the use of bold blocks of 
colour, and typography for 
conveying the simplified, 
stylised images that were a 
feature of the style.

Austrian evolution 

Austria was at the very forefront of 
trends in graphic design, and its 
stamps provide a good illustration 
of the transition from Art Nouveau 
to Art Deco influences. 

The 1919 Parliament Building set, 
designed by J F Renner, has 
trademark Art Nouveau flourishes 
in its border, but Art Deco 
influence, too, in its geometric 
patterns and lettering. A blend of 
the two can also be seen in the 
newspaper stamps of 1920, also by 
Renner, and in the 1922 definitives 
by Wilhelm Dachauer, especially 
the Ear of Corn design. 

By the mid-1920s, however, with 


Art Deco very much in the 
ascendant, wavy lines gave way to 
rigid straight lines. The new- 
currency definitives of 1925 
featured parallel lines of varying 
thickness, a favourite Art Deco 
device, while the postage due 
stamps had a stark and 
uncompromisingly modern look 
thanks to their horizontal or 
diagonal bands of shading. 

German transformation 

Nowhere was the adoption of Art 
Deco as symbolic as in Germany. 
Pre-war German Empire stamps 
had been very conservative affairs, 
albeit that the Germania definitive 
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design had been strongly 
influenced by Art Nouveau, but the 
post-war Weimar Republic wanted 
a new style befitting a new era. 

This was introduced with the 
strikingly modern issue of 1919-20 
to commemorate the opening of the 
National Assembly in Weimar, of 
which the stand-out design was by 
G A Mather for the 25pf and 30pf 
values, representing 
reconstruction. With its simplified 
rectilinear image of a worker 
carrying bricks, it was a perfect 
example of Art Deco. 

The official stamps issued from 
1920 and the 1921 definitive series 
provided opportunities to turn 
simple numerals into highly 
decorative modernist designs, and 
the 20m top value, designed by 
E Scharff, illustrating a ploughman 
and his horse, were stylised to an 
extraordinary degree. 

Further issues in the Art Deco 
idiom came thick and fast through 
1922, including a modernist version 
of Arms of Munich by Fritz 
Ehmcke to celebrate the Munich 
Exhibition and an allegory of 
charity designed by Johann Cissarz 
for the Fund For The Old & For 
Children issue. 

From then on, there was a partial 
retreat to more traditional styles, 
until the influence of Art Deco rose 
again during the Nazi period.

Dutch contribution 

Some of the most memorable 
stamps in high Art Deco style were 


FLIGHTS OF FANCY 


Art Deco became closely associated with the airmail issues of the 
inter-war period. Air travel was a new experience, the ultimate 
embodiment of modern living, so airmail stamps were the perfect 
canvas for avant garde designs. 

Switzerland produced the most impressive and distinctive of all, 
with its 1923 series of six designed by Karl Bickel and Pierre 
Vibert forming a kaleidoscope of Art Deco images. 

But there are numerous other classic issues, including 
Germany’s 1922 design of a diving bird with its tail and wings 
decorated with diagonal bands, Italy’s 1933 Air Express design 
featuring a Savoia flying boat with sun-ray motif, and Portugal’s 
dynamic 1937 design based on a shield and propeller.

issued by the Netherlands, which 
has often been a standard-bearer 
for modernism. 

The stark yet highly distinctive 
designs produced by Willem van 
Konijnenburg for Queen 
Wilhelmina's Silver Jubilee issue of 
1923 epitomise the genre, as do 


those for the Culture Fund, 
designed by Jan Toorop, in the 
same year. 

These were closely followed by 
one of the most distinctive 
European definitive series of the 
time, the 'Carrier Pigeon' low 
values which were launched in l>

Brief flirtations 

Other European countries flirted 
with Art Deco, producing some 
striking images among their more 
conventional stamp designs. 

The designs by E Bartlomiejczyk 
and W Huzarski for the set 
marking Poland's New 
Constitution in 1921 all show Art 
Deco influence, and a very 
distinctive issue in 1930 
commemorated the Centenary of 
the November Rising by depicting 
winged soldiers. 

The lower value in Belgium's 1928 
Orval Abbey Restoration Fund set, 
designed by Geo de Vlaminck,

stands out from the rest both for its 
stylised design and its distinctive 
lettering. The stylised waves and 
other features of the rowing boat 
design for the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Fund issue of 1927 also show Art 
Deco influence. 

In the 1930s, the Irish Free State 
produced a succession of stamps, 
designed by Richard King, in a 
unique style that blended Art Deco 
with traditional Celtic design. 
Good examples are the 1934 Gaelic 
Athletic Association stamp, 
illustrating hurling, the 1937 


St Patrick definitives and 
Constitution Day commemoratives, 
and stamps commemorating 
Michael O'Clery in 1944 and 
Michael Davit and Charles Stuart 
Parnell in 1946. 

Another Art Deco classic is the 
design for the higher values in 
Switzerland's 1932 International 
Disarmament Conference set, 
illustrating an aircraft. 

The United States finally atoned 
for its philatelic neglect of Art Deco 
with its New York World's Fair 3c 
issue of 1939. With its use of pure

Whilst it was noted for its 
playfulness and escapism, 
the adaptability of Art Deco 
meant that it could also be 
taken up and used for more 
sinister purposes, 
particularly by some of the 
deeply nationalistic regimes 
of the inter-war years. 

For example, the first 
anniversary of the Fascist 
March on Rome in 1923, 
which brought Benito 
Mussolini to power, was 
celebrated by Italy with 
stamps of pure Art Deco 
design, all incorporating the 
fasces symbol. 

Art Deco experienced a 
renaissance in Germany 
during the period of rule from 
1933, typified by the design 
marking the International 
Recreational Congress in 
Hamburg in 1936, entited 
Leisure Time. 

The genre also, however, 
had the ability to cut across 
ideological divides, as shown 
by the fact that it was also 
embraced by designers for 
communist countries. 

In the Soviet Union, for 
instance, it was used for the 
1932 issue celebrating the 
10th anniversary of the 
International Revolutionaries’ 
Relief Organisation, showing 
a man breaking prison bars.

geometric forms to depict the 
Trylon and Perisphere structures at 
the heart of the exhibition, it had a 
startlingly modern quality. 


stamp issued in 1937 is absolutely 
typical of the genre, and its 
influence can even be found in the 
1932 definitives of Papua. 


Unusual suspects 

Evidence of Art Deco influence can 
be found all around the world, and 
sometimes in unexpected places. 

In Latin America, for example, it 
began with Bolivia's Centenary of 
the Republic set of 1925, and found 
expression in Mexico's 1940 issue 
marking the Inauguration of 
President Camacho. 

In Japan, a New Year's Greetings 


Enduring legacy 

Art Deco's philatelic star shone 
very brightly for two decades until 
its influence began to wane in the 
1940s, giving way to more 
traditional pictorialism. 

However, the innovations that it 
pioneered never went away 
entirely, and it continues to 
influence all forms of design to 
this day. ■

FORGOTTEN COUNTRIES 


Starved out 


Biafra was a republic for two and a half years while struggling to secede from 
Nigeria. How many of its stamps made it through the blockade and into use? 

■ Report by Adrian Keppel 


H aving won independence 

from Britain in 1960, Nigeria 
was a melting pot of 
different ethnicities and religions. 
Tensions between these eventually 
led to two military coups in 1966, 
and civil war from 1967-70. 

The civil war was prompted 
when Lieutenant-Colonel 
Chukwuemeka Ojukwu declared 
the foundation of the independent 
Republic of Biafra in the south- 
eastern corner of the country on 
May 30, 1967. 

The territory of Biafra 
encompassed the rich oil fields 
which were vital to Nigeria's 
economy, so the mother country 
immediately embarked on a 
military campaign to force the 
breakaway republic to reintegrate. 

With Nigeria backed by Britain 
and the Soviet Union, the odds

were always stacked against Biafra, 
which was formally recognised by 
only a handful of African nations. 

Biafra began issuing its own 

postage stamps on February 5, 

1968, with a set of three celebrating 
Independence. 

Printed in lithography and 
typography by The Mint in Lisbon, 
Portugal, it emphasised the 
sovereignty of the new republic by 
showing a map on the 2d value, 
and its arms and flag on the 4d and 
a mother and child on the Is, with 
the date of independence 
appearing on all three.

Commemorative sets marking 
the first and second anniversaries 
of independence followed in May 
1968 and May 1969, and one noting 
Pope Paul VTs trip to Africa in 1969. 

A set illustrating butterflies and 
plants also exists, along with 
various charity surcharges and 
overprints, such as 'Help Biafran 
Children', 'Mexico Olympics 1968' 
and 'Christmas 1969'. 

For the collector of Biafran stamps, 
the problem is that it is not always 
clear whether or not these issues 
ever reached Biafra. 

The early sets were definitely 
postally used, mostly within Biafra 
but sometimes on airmail sent 
abroad via Libreville in Gabon. 

Later sets (which were printed in 
Italy) and their various 
commemorative overprints seem to 
have been produced mainly as a 
way or raising funds, and cancelled 
to order, although some genuine 
postal cancellations do exist. 



As if to ram the message home, 
this small set was soon followed by 
a set of 13 definitives, ranging in 
value from Vid to £1, although these 
were Nigerian stamps overprinted 
with 'Sovereign Biafra' and a coat 
of arms, with two bars obliterating 
the original country name. 

The overprints were applied 
locally by the Biafran Government 
Printer in the capital, Enugu, in 
varying arrangements and in a 
mixture of black and red ink. Many 
errors were also created, by way of 
partially omitted or doubled 
overprints, and typically these are 
catalogued at three figure sums.

The might of Nigeria was too 
much for the Biafrans, and a brutal 
military campaign was coupled 
with a blockade which severely 
restricted food supplies; more than 
a million civilians (by some 
estimates as many as three million) 
died in the conflict, many of them 
from disease and starvation. 

Biafra was finally forced to 
surrender in January 1970, to be 
reabsorbed into Nigeria. ■

FRENCH COLONIES 1940-45 


Tug of war 

France’s colonies in the Americas wavered between supporting the Vichy regime 
and the Free French during World War II. Stamp issues reflect an uneasy choice 

■ Report by David A Norris 


A fter the fall of France to 

Germany's Blitzkrieg attack 
in May 1940, and the formal 
disbanding of the Third Republic 
the following month, two rival 
organisations claimed to be the 
legitimate representative of the 
people of France during the next 
four years of World War IF 
As a sideshow to the fighting 
going on in and around Europe, 
the Vichy regime and the Free 
French movement vied for control 
of the French Empire. 

There were Erench territories in 
Africa, the Middle East, India, 
Indo-China and the Pacific, but 
some of the most delicate questions 
surrounded the fate of those in the 
Americas: St Pierre & Miquelon, 
Guadeloupe, Martinique, French 
Guiana and Inini. 

Together, these covered 65,419 
square miles, with a population of 
592,691 people. Although smaller 
than many of the other colonies, 
their significance was that they 
brought the war uncomfortably 
close to home for countries in the 
new world which hoped to remain 
neutral, especially the USA.

This interesting element of the 
wider conflict is well reflected in 
their postage stamps. 

Divided loyalties 

When France signed an armistice 
with Germany on June 22, 1940, 
German troops occupied most of 
the country, but about one third of 
it was left under the control of a 


supposedly neutral but in reality 
pro-German regime, with its 
capital in the city of Vichy. Its head 
of state was Philippe Petain, who 
had made his reputation as a 
general in World War I. 

On the other side of the English 
Channel, however, a Free French 
government-in-exile was quickly 
established, to continue the fight

and organise a resistance 
movement in occupied France. It 
was led by Charles de Gaulle, the 
army general and minister for war 
who had escaped to London days 
before the armistice. 

The overseas colonies were 
initially controlled by officials 
sympathetic to Vichy France, but 
public opinion was generally in 
favour of the Free French, so their 
future hung in the balance. 

Britain's approach, and that of its 
ally Canada, was ambivalent. 
Delicate negotiations were 
underway to prevent the Vichy 
regime from handing over colonies 
around the world directly to the 
Germans, which might allow 
Atlantic islands to become U-boat 
bases, for example, so they were 
left alone while they did not cause 
trouble. 

The United States, which was not 


involved in the early stages of the 
war, similarly trod carefully in 
regard to the French territories in 
its back yard. It officially 
recognised the Vichy regime, and 
had long-standing doctrinal 
objections to any military action by 
Europe's colonial powers in the 
Americas, so it maintained a 
neutral stance even after it declared 
war on Germany in December 1941. 

Vichy stamp issues 

New stamps poured forth from 
Vichy, for all 24 French colonies 
around the world. 

They are easily recognised as 
Vichy issues because they bore the 
inscription 'Postes Frangaises', 
instead of 'RF' for Republique 
Frangaise, and because Petain's 
portrait appeared inset on many of 
them, making him the first living 
person portrayed on French stamps

Besides standard low-value 
definitives, there were also airmail 
stamps, semi-postals and postage 
dues. Semi-postal omnibus sets 
entitled Defence of the Empire and 
Colonial Education Fund were 
produced for all the colonies, and 
others were intended to raise funds 
for the Quinzaine Imperiale, an 
inter-colonial sports tournament, 
and the Secours Nationale, a fund 
for the mother country. 

Most of these stamps were never 
shipped for postal use in the 
colonies, although some were sold 
to collectors in Nazi-occupied 
Europe, and they are largely but 
not entirely ignored by the 
catalogues. In some cases, Vichy |>

continued producing new stamps 
for colonies after they had broken 
away from its control. 

Weakening grip 

Vichy's uncertain hold on the 
colonies began to slip as early as 
July 16, 1940, when the Governor 
General of French Equatorial 
Africa, Felix Eboue (who 
incidentally had been born in 
French Guiana) became the first 
colonial governor to declare 
allegiance to the Free French. 

Several more colonies in central 
Africa and India followed swiftly, 
but those in the western 
hemisphere remained under Vichy 
control for at least a year and half, 
and in some cases three years. 

St Pierre & Miquelon 


last vestige of France's colonial 
empire in Canada, which was only 
about 10 miles off the coast of 
Newfoundland, a British dominion. 

The islands were home to only 
4,500 people, but the Allied 
military command was concerned 
that their radio transmitter might 
be relaying information to German 
U-boats about supply convoys 
bound for Great Britain, and had 
considered seizing the colony. As it 
happened, the Free French Navy 
(the FNFL) took matters into its 
own hands. 

Under orders from de Gaulle, 
Vice-Admiral Emile Muselier 
steamed into the harbour of 
St Pierre with a small flotilla 
comprising a submarine and three 
corvettes late on December 23, 1941, 
landing commando troops to seize 
the police station, the transmitter 
and the telephone and telegraph 
offices. 

A snap referendum was held, in 
which 98% of voters renounced 
Vichy and pledged allegiance to 
the Eree Erench cause. 

British and especially American 
diplomats were livid, and the 


incident did lasting damage to 
de Gaulle's relationship with the 
United States. Nevertheless, this 
little victory against fascism was a 
welcome relief from otherwise 
gloomy Christmas newspaper 
headlines (with the fall of Hong 
Kong following soon after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor), 
and there was no serious 
consideration of appeasing Vichy 
by handing the colony back. 

Flood of stamps 

Within weeks, more than 100 
different stamps poured forth for 
St Pierre & Miquelon, comprising 
existing issues of the 1925-40 
period with overprints in black or 
red reading 'France Libre/FNFL' 
and in some cases also 'NoH 1941'. 

Although some of these are 
catalogued, often at three-figure 
prices, others appeared under 
dubious circumstances, surcharged 
in quantities of only a few hundred 
for sale to speculators, in some 
cases with inverted or doubled 
overprints. A Canadian 
representative who handled the 
sales was later jailed for corruption. 



The first to be lost was the island 
group of St Pierre & Miquelon, the

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More appropriately, a new series 
of stamps for the colony was 
produced in London for the Free 
French in 1942. With a design by 
the renowned Anglo-French 
illustrator Edmund Dulac, showing 
a traditional fishing schooner, it 
was printed in 14 values ranging 
from 5c to 20f, in a range of colours. 

At the same time an airmail set 
showing an aircraft in flight over 
the sea was issued in seven values, 
and this design would be used for 
other colonies as they came under 
the Free French umbrella. 

Caribbean colonies 

The Caribbean colonies of 
Martinique and Guadeloupe, along 
with French Guiana and its 
postally independent hinterland 
province of Inini on the South 
American mainland, all came 
under the jurisdiction of Admiral 
Georges Robert. 

As both High Commissioner for 
the colonies and the commander of 
the Franch naval forces in the 
region, it was he who had declared 
allegience to the Vichy government 
in 1940, and this was particularly 
significant because half of the Bank 
of France's gold reserves had been 
shipped to Martinique for 
safekeeping in the days before the 
fall of the republic. 

Intense diplomatic pressure, plus 
a heavy American and British 
naval presence in the Caribbean, 
induced Robert to demilitarise his 
ships to avoid a pre-emptive strike, 
and he arranged a modus vivendi

with the United States which 
included the shipping of essential 
supplies. 

With the colonies effectively 
orphaned from Vichy control, 
however, and widespread public 
support for de Gaulle, Robert's 
position became increasingly 
untenable. 

On March 18, 1943, the Governor 
of French Guiana, Rene Veber, was 
persuaded to stand down in a deal 
brokered by the USA. On June 30 
Robert himself surrended control 
of Martinique and Guadeloupe, 
following an army mutiny. 

Liberation issues 

In Europe, the Vichy regime was 
dissolved after the liberation of 
Paris in August 1944, and a Eree 
French provisional government set 
up under the chairmanship of 
de Gaulle in September. 

Free French stamps for all of the 
colonies soon followed. They are 
distinguishable from Vichy issues 
by the inscription 'France Libre' or 
by the Cross of Lorraine, a symbol 
of the French Resistance, and 
unlike the Vichy printings they 
were genuinely placed on sale in 
the overseas territories. 

In 1944 each of the colonies 
received its version of a Mutual Aid 
& Red Cross Funds semi-postal 
issue, portraying the mythical 
republican herione Marianne in her 
Phrygian cap, and in 1945 they took 
part in an omnibus issue 
honouring Eboue, the first colonial 
leader to have defected from Vichy. 

Before 1945 was out, Erench 
Guiana, Guadeloupe and 
Martinique each had a dedicated 
definitive series, illustrating the 
Arms of Cayenne, Dolphins and 
the French abolitionist Victor 
Schoelcher respectively. 

Inini's last stamps turned out to 
have been its Vichy overprints, 
however. Without ever receiving a 
Free French issue, it was reunited 
with French Guiana in 1946. 

Postscript 

In the following years French 
Guiana, Martinique and 
Guadeloupe were declared 
overseas departments, officially part 
of France, so their last stamps 
appeared in 1947. 

St Pierre & Miquelon is now a 
territorial collectivity of France, 
and as such still issues its own 
stamps today. ■

Sobering influence 

A Cinderella stannp issue recalls the life and work of Frances Willard, a 
pioneering Annerican campaigner for both temperance and female suffrage 


A n intriguing Cinderella 
produced in the United 
States in 1939 by the 
Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union publicised the Frances E 
Willard Centenary Fund. 

Multicoloured and rouletted, its 
design trumpeted the benefits of a 
'spiritual character', while 
advocating 'citizenship', 'peace' and 
'temperance'. 

Who was Willard, and how 
significant was this organisation? 

In some ways Frances Willard was 
the American equivalent of 
Britain's Emmeline Pankhurst, in 
that she campaigned for women's 
suffrage. But that was only one 
element of her activism. 

She also agitated for temperance, 
state-funded education, trades 
unions, aid for the poor, improved 
sanitation, and protection for

women and children against 
domestic abuse. And this was all in 
the 19th century, so she was a 
pioneer among female activists. 

Born in 1839, Willard grew up in 
Wisconsin, where her family's 
conversion to Methodism had a 
major influence on her life. 

Home-educated until the age of 
19, she then had three years' formal 
education at the North Western 
Female College in Evanston, 

Illinois. Later she became a teacher, 
and founded the Evanston College 
for Ladies in 1869. 

During the 1860s she suffered a 
series of personal crises. Both her 
father and her sister died, and her 
brother became addicted to alcohol 
and gambling, leaving the whole 
family in financial difficulties. All

this led her towards a leading role 
in the temperance movement. 

In 1874 she participated in the 
forming of the WCTU, the first 
mass organisation of women 
devoted to social reform in the 
United States, and was elected its 
first Secretary. 

In the following years she found 
herself travelling 30,000 miles a 
year giving lectures in support of 
women's suffrage and the 
prohibition of alcohol. Such was 
her contribution that she was made 
President of the WCTU in 1879, a 
post she held until her death. 

What was unusual about 
Willard's argument for female 
suffrage was that it was based on 
the idea that empowering women

would allow them to protect their 
homes from the devastating effects 
of alcoholism, including violence 
against women. 

This was a clever approach 
because it placed the focus on the 
average woman, at a time when the 
headline-grabbing suffragists were 
being shouted down by the 
patriarchal press, religious bodies 
and society in general. 

Willard died of influenza in New 
York in 1898, while preparing to set 
sail for England and France to 
spread her message. A statue of her 
can be seen in the National 
Statuary Hall of the Capitol 
Building in Washington DC. 

It was to take some time to come 
about, but her efforts were 
influential in the adoption of not 
one but two amendments to the US 
Constitution: the 18th Amendment, 
ratified in 1919, established the 
prohibition of alcohol (and was in 
force from 1920-33 before being 
repealed), and the 19th 
Amendment, adopted in 1920, 
asserted women's right to vote. 

The WCTU still exists, with 
chapters in almost every 
American state and branches in 
other countries. ■

Q. How to Build a Good Stamp Collection? 
A. (Hint) If it's easy - maybe it is TOO easy... 
10+ 'TOP TIPS' 

As many of you know I made the decision to give up collecting 
when I started full-time in the trade 43 years ago. But here's what 
I perceive as a mistake I made in terms of re-sale value and in 
enjoyment. If you are not bothered about VALUE then you don't 
need to read further... 


What I collected then was easy to source. It was 
good quality. They were (and still are) lovely stamps 
but they would be worth less now than when I col- 
lected and that’s more than 40 years ago. The basic 
mistake I made then was thinking that ‘easy’ made 
for a good stamp collection. Yes, 'eas/ made for a 
lovely collection but I could buy those same stamps 
- in the SAME quality — from any number of differ- 
ent sources. I still can today ... so if I can buy them 
easily today — will their value have appreciated? Has 
demand for what is/was easily available increased? 
The answer is a firm NO. 

TIP As an ‘aside’. In particular be wary of inertia’ sell- 
ing delivery systems - where you pay on direct debit 
/ standing order system / monthly invoice. These sys- 
tems usually hide the highest mark-ups in our in- 
dustry and the lowest recovery value when it comes 
to sale. You are going to find this story particularly 
incredible - but about 13 years ago I was once called 
to clear a house-full of stamps. The owner had died 
leaving many lOO's of unopened New Issue deliv- 
ery envelaues. I opened one of the oldest envelopes. 
Inside was a note from the supplier saying sorry they 


had not delivered the MINT 1929 PUC £1 ! Ali well, 
I thought “such is life” - the collection included both 
mint Wembleys + literally masses more. Imagine my 
surprise when the next envelope opened included a 
MINT PUC £1 with a note saying “we found one for 
you” (and then the realisation that this High Value 
stamp had lain inside the same envelope for so long 
that it had a large brown Vust-spoT on the reverse! 

Returning to subject: So, what forms the basis of 
a GOOD stamp collection if I want ‘resale VALUE*? 

TIP 1). The answer is, as usual, a combination of fac- 
tors ... BUT, if you think in terms of desirability and 
then dial in quality ... this makes for a collection 
that others will wish to purchase. Of course collect- 
ing means that some of the stamps you source will be 
easily available ... but if ALL the stamps you collect 
are easily available and on average they cost very 
little each ... then you may have l,000"s of different 
stamps whose value lies in the actual handling cost 
of the supplier - not in their intrinsic value. So when 
it comes to selling this may result in little / no inter- 
est. Of course it goes without sa 3 dng TIP - Always 
collect the Best Quality that you can afford* 


Where Do I Source Good Stamps ? 


2) . Sadly in some senses, the Philatelic World has 
changed. Gone are the days when in 1980 100,000 
different Collectors descended upon the 1980 Inter- 
national Stamp Exhibition at Earls Court. I know be- 
cause I was there. An International Stamp Show in 
the Vest’ today may be lucky to see 10,000 visitors. A 
stamp fair today in a local village / town may be lucky 
to see 30 visitors let alone 20 actual buyers ... when 
you consider that 15 dealers may have travelled to 
such a venue - is it any surprise that many Collec- 
tors may see the same stamps they saw at that same 
venue a month before? 

3) . No, the answer is that Stamp Collecting is alive 
and well - stamps shops are all but defunct — but 
‘underground’ - on-line, by mail-order and at auction 
things are still ‘humming’ depending upon whom you 
are dealing with. So, let’s look at potentially / proba- 


bly the biggest sourcing area of the hobby apart from 
retail which is fairly self-explanatory ... and that is 
bidding / buying at Stamp Auction. 

4). Nowadays there are three types of stamp 
auction; - Pure Internet / Public - (including on-line 
bidding) / Postal (Mail-Bid Sales - including on-line). 
Each has its strengths and weaknesses. Let’s start 
with Pure Internet live auctions, I won’t mention 
names but in some senses these are today’s equiva- 
lent of the ‘Wild West’. As fast as these internet Giants 
catch up with the some of the crooks using them, the 
crooks move a step ahead ... many internet bidders 
using them are Tiooked’. 

TIP 4a). They have become ‘live auction obsessed’ 
unwilling/ not capable of looking elsewhere - thinking 
that bidding/ buying this way guarantees value which 
it does not. What happens when they come to sell?

What is the nature of this King George VI flaw? 

Q My block of 15 of the Mauritius 1938-49 3c reddish purple and scarlet has a 

printing fault affecting the second column of stamps. The red border line at the 
top, the second half of the country name and the value tablet are all affected. But 
why does the 'c' in the value tablet appear to be in the wrong font? 

George Morris, via e-mail 

A We consulted Peter Brooks, an authority on these stamps, and he told us this is the 
result of a known inking problem. 

Occasionally, on the plate 1 printing of the 3c value, a vertical row will show a thinning 
of the left or right half of the duty plate impression. This is not limited to the right pane, as seen 
here, but can occur elsewhere; for example, it is recorded in column one of the left pane. 

It is not a constant flaw, and does not appear to be the result of damage to the duty plate. 
There’s also no evidence to suggest it is the result of a paper fold. 

Also the ‘c’ is certainly not in a different font, although it might appear different. 

Note that your stamps also show the ‘sliced S’ flaw found at position 2/2 and position 3/2 
in the right pane (the first column in this particular block).

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Is one of these Japan 
stamps a forgery? 

Q l found these two stamps while 

sorting through a family collection 
of Japan. They are very similar in 
design, but different in detail, print quality 
and shade. I have many examples of the 
one on the right, but the one on the left is 
the only one I have seen. Is it a forgery? 
Franz Thrupp, via e-mail 


A The stannp on the right is the 30s blue 
fronn the 1937 definitive series, 
depicting the torii gate at the 
Itsukushinna Shrine. 

The stannp on the Left, with its Lower- 
quality printing and rougher perforations, is 
a 1945 printing of the sanne value, clearly 
affected by the privations being suffered by 
Japan as it faced defeat in World War II. 

Interestingly, stannp designs depicting 
Shinto shrines, including this one, were 
banned under the Annerican occupation 
after the war, because they were deemed to 
be a symbol of ultra-nationalism. 



Are the USA’s Zazzle stamps valid for postage? 

Q l keep seeing images of stamps from an American company called Zazzle, which 
seem to cover every theme imaginable. But I have never seen any used on 
international mail. Where do they come from, and are they valid for postage?

A The United States Postal Service authorises a handful of private companies to 

produce customised or personalised self-adhesive stamps (officially considered as 
meter labels) which are valid for inland postage. 

Unlike regular stamps, they are printed with the supplier’s name and a barcode. The 
illustrations used are supplied by customers (as with Britain’s Smilers labels) but have to 
conform to USPS rules, which exclude ‘objectionable’ or political images. 

The stamps are available through a number of suppliers, including Pitney Bowes, Fuji and 
Stamps.com, but the most prominent promoters of this form of postage is Zazzle.com, an 
online retailer specialising in personalised goods of all kinds. 

Zazzle offers 1st class or postcard stamps in sheets of 20, in three different formats. 





What is this unusual cancellation? 

Q These two Machin definitives on piece have an unusual 
cancellation which appears to read 'NE/SR', dated 
November 27, 1996. Can you tell me anything about this? 
David Apps, King's Lyn 

A This is a packet handstamp applied at the Tyneside Mail 
Centre. In use for at least 20 years, it seems to be applied 
mainly to uncancelled items. We suspect that it gets most 
use at Christmas time, to help with the increased volume of mail. 



OPEN QUESTION 

Q l was taking a very close look at Germany's 2003 
Year of the Bible 55c stamp, to see whether I 
could work out which book of the Bible was 
depicted. Imagine my surprise when I found I could read 
the text, which is in English! 

I have worked out that the photograph shows the 
beginning of chapter 23 in the Gospel of Luke, from the 
New American Bible translation produced in 1970: 'Then 
the entire assembly rose up and led him before Pilate...' 

But why would a German stamp use a photograph of an 
American Bible?

Continued from Page 71: How to Build a Good Stamp Collection 


Perhaps then they realise that only some of what 
they may have ghstening is 'gold'* Indiscriminate 
internet auction bidders buying 1,000's of low price 
items may have spent large sums IN TOTAL ... 
but may not have created desirable collections. The 
cost of a low priced item is the labour and cost of 
selling it. Nothing changes when that item comes to 
being re-sold. 

TIP 5). Now let’s look at Public Auction, Yes - you 
will be hard pressed to find a Public Stamp Auction 
that does not accept on-line / live internet bidding. As 
with Tore Internet’ stamp sales — and perhaps even 
more so - ‘Caveat Emptor' (buyer beware becomes 
even more the mantra. Generally individual lots may 
have higher average values so that lots offered are of- 
ten liigher value collections, accumulations or higher 
value sets / singles / rarities. Such auctions are the 
Tiaunts' of dealers and astute buyers ... but risk is at- 
tached, plus the absence of guarantees and the per- 
nicious unpleasant buyePs premium + other charges 
which at certain auctions can convert a £1000 stamp 
purchase into as much as an invoice for £1,300. 

TIP 5a). There are bargains to be had - but it is very 
much a 'big boys' playing field. Some of these auctions 
deliberately under-estimate lots that they know are 
worth far more ... so that they can then have the du- 
bious pleasure of publicising that a £1,000 estimated 
lot realised £10,000, when perhaps their knowledge 
suggested it should have been estimated at upwards 
of £5,000 in the first place ... (hence - how wonderful 
they are). 

TIP 5b). For certain types of lots such as actual Col- 
lections offered fairly intact the absence of guaran- 
tee combined with unreliable estimate means that 
for those who do not physically view a Public Stamp 
Auction and bid 'blind' - this is a dangerous place to 
be. Of course this may work to the advantage of an 
astute bidder who is actually present to physical- 
ly view lots in the auction room. Historically that 
person was usually a Dealer. Perhaps less so these 
days. 

TIP 6). Finally we come to look at Postal Auc- 
tions/ Mail-Bid Sales, First I must profess that I 
have an interest in a Mail-Bid / Postal Auction Sale. 
My company UFA conducts the largest postal auc- 
tions in the UK... What should the Collector or Deal- 
er be looking for here? 

TIP 6a). Most good Postal Auctions including U P A 
offer Collectors a No Quibble Refund Guarantee 
(NQRG) ... and by No Quibble’ I mean ATO Q UIBBLE . 
Look for this - it is crucial. You are probably not 


actually seeing the stamps before bidding ... so no 
guarantee would mean unacceptable risk. 

TIP 6b). Unlike Public Auctions most Postal Auctions 
'break' many collections into smaller 'collector-sized' 
units so that you may find what you seek without 
having to purchase what you do not need - it follows 
that most of the stamps in most postal auctions may 
be owned by the company presenting the auction. It is 
not viable to sell low priced lots on a commission ba- 
sis. Ask yourself why you may be asked to pay a buy- 
er's premium? Is it actually a Vendor's lot or owned 
by 'The House'? 

TIP 6c). The Buyer’s Premium was introduced to 'split' 
cost between buyer and seller so that a low' seller's 
commission looks attractive (if you forget about the 
premium the buyer is paying for the seller's stamps). 
Be aware of this or deal with auctions not charging a 
buyer's premium. You are in control. You can bid any- 
where that you find what you seek - but it is good to be 
aware and informed. 

TIP 6d). Prices Realised are IMPORTANT For some 
unknown reason — even some larger Postal / Mail-Bid 
Auctions still do not produce lists of what their lots 
sold for after the auction. Look for auctions provid- 
ing this feature - it provides reassurance combined 
with a trackable 'snapshot' of current market values 
PLUS what is selling and what is not selling. You can 
learn such a lot from 'Prices Realised' - I study them 
each day. 

TIP 7). Credit Cards. 75% of some auction sales are 
settled by credit / debit card. The Biggest in the land 
has no need to charge you for use of them ... Sheer 
volume of business accesses lowest rates. Why are you 
paying a premium to use your card? Is the supplier 
making a profit upon the extra % you are charged to 
use your card? 

TIP 8). Look for unique 'Collector friendl/ benefits 
that turn the disadvantage of lots not being sold to 
your advantage. U P A, for example, has for the past 
15 years offered their Unique Reducing Estimate 
System (URES) whereby lots are increasingly re- 
duced in estimate price till sold - some have reached 
one penny and then sold. Approaching one million 
lots have been offered through this system. 

TIP 9). Cost of Delivery is one of the most annoying 
hidden costs that collectors absolutely abhor, Look 
for transparency in this area. 

TIP 10). Beware the Seller / Auction NOT including 
Insurance when sending your winnings. 


And Finally We come to choice ••• and mind-set ? 

TIP Without Choice we have nothing. So it follows that you need substantial choice to form a good, 
even great, stamp collection. You cannot do business when each time you Visit’ all you see is what 
you have seen before — stagnating stocks offered at prices that ensure continued stagnation. If 
choice is limited you’ll never find philatelic items you need - or even that you were unaware of 
their existence. That’s the joy of collecting. The thrill of the unexpected, the chance find. You need 
dealers that want to help and auctions that wish to serve - so, in stamps ‘attitude is all’. 

So when you’re searching for a stamp auction compare it against your list above of what to 
look for and if and when you’re offered a ‘No Risk Free Trial’ . . . please turn to P.31 take it Now ♦

Summary Tip #25: It's all about 'Effective Catalogue Value' . 


Dear Colleague, 


Following on from 'No Money Spent: 
little value' .... we are finally discussing 
when does a stamp actually have value? 
The answer is when a stamp actually has 
‘effective value’. 

Now when does effective actually 
become ‘effective’ .... if we compare Stanley 
Gibbons with the ‘kitchen table eBay seller’ 
then the answer is simply that ‘effective 
value’ is relative to the overhead / structure 
of the seller. So that you can find kitchen 
table internet sellers offering stamps for 
sale at Ip on eBay which Stanley Gibbons 
catalogue at 50p ... that’s one fiftieth of 
catalogue value ... but with a postage 
delivery minimum supply cost of &1. In 
theory that is Stanley Gibbons minimum 
‘Strand’ retail shop price when you select 
/ collect the stamp yourself so you pay the 
cost of delivery by visiting their shop at 
your expense ... effectively paying for the 
pleasure of the experience. 

Let’s make a simple comparison - our 
UFA target is to sell &2 million pounds of 
stamps in the next financial year ... that’s 
one thirtieth of Stanley Gibbons annual 
turnover and in stamp company sizes 
UFA must be within the top ten philatelic 
companies in the UK. So when does an ‘SG 
catalogue value’ become realistic for us ?? 
In selling terms we are unusual because 
we will actually sell you SG 50p catalogue 
price stamps for Ip without prohibitive 
delivery cost ... provided that you are happy 
to participate in a mixture selling system 
requiring a current minimum purchase 
of &6.45 (UK): http://upastampauctions. 
co.uk/contents/en-uk/d3_Mixtures. html 
For those not on the internet Avon Mixtures 
Telephone #:01684 299278 

Or if you are prepared to make a minimum 
average ‘spend’ of &12 then we’II supply lOp 
catalogue stamps for less than lOp in our 
traditional ‘stamps on approval’ service: 
http: //up astamp auctions, co.uk/contents/ 
en-uk/d2 _Approvals.html Omniphil & Avon 
Approvals Telephone #: 01684 299278 


so in ‘selling terms’ we handle low 
catalogue prices by bundling stamps 
supplied through selling systems .... that’s 
the only way we have been able to devise 
to supply collectors at lowest possible unit 
price and to stay in profitable business ... 
and we’ve been doing this for over 50 years. 

BUT what happens when you wish to sell 
.... here’s our thinking ... ‘effective’ for us is 
when we purchase a stamp collection for 
several hundred pounds or more and we 
constantly strive to purchase collections 
from &1,000 upwards ... 

Now, I can just hear you saying ... “how 
does that break down in practice ?” 

The answer lies in a combination of three 
factors: 

1) ... catalogue value 

and 

2) ... actual demand 

and 

3) ... cost of handling / supply 

which taken together feed into ‘effective 
catalogue value’. 

So if we are offered a collection of say 
classic British Empire ... we would consider 
how much we believe we would have to pay 
to obtain similar material from public stamp 
auction. This is the starting point. Then 
we would examine how well the material 
actually sells and over what length of time 
it takes to sell it. If we know that we can 
sell your stamps to clients literally the next 
day then we would gladly work upon a very 
small profit margin .... but if we suspect 
that we are still going to be trying to sell 
the rump of stamps purchased in two years 
time ... then a price that might be offered 
would take this factor into consideration ... 
or even if it should be purchased at all ! 

... “keep going ... give us a tangible 
example” ... 

OK - we were offered a collection of 
valuable British Empire high values and 


complete sets in high quality with hardly an 
item with an SG catalogue value of less than 
&100 ... we paid more than 3 other dealers 
offered for this collection - &73,000 which 
was approximately 33% of SG catalogue 
price. Another B.E. collection catalogued 
&45,000 we paid 45% of SG catalogue 
value. (It does depend upon the ‘mix’ of 
constituent countries and their desirability. 

... “OK - relate it to everyday material” ... 

Oh - all right . . . mint British C ommonwealth 
sets catalogued a few pounds each on 
average ... a few pounds each CV is much 
more difficult to handle and many dealers 
may not purchase - so this is NOT REALLY 
EFFECTIVE CATALOGUE VALUE ... but 
depending upon whether previously lightly 
hinged, time span, desirable or ‘Mickey 
Mouse’ Country ... from as little as 8% to 10% 
to up to 20%+ but at this level they would 
need to be unmounted mint from desirable 
countries and have higher catalogue values 
... does that help? 

... “So give us a conclusion” ... 

Effective Catalogue Value depends upon 
how the purchaser is going to try to re-sell 
your stamps ... in practice (unless face 
value is a factor) sets / stamps catalogued 
less than &10 per item may be factored in 
as profit and the price proffered / paid may 
be for the more valuable material only. 
Therefore it goes without saying that if 
you are purchasing low price stamps for 
enjoyment - then enjoyment is your profit, 
mixed with some financial return ... but 
low priced stamps will never provide an 
investment as their handling cost is too high.

Masonic dodge? 

Great Britain's 3d Victory stamp of 1946 acclaims peace and extols reconstruction. 
But was it also very deliberately designed to celebrate freemasonry? 

■ Report by Peter Marren 


O n June 11, 1946, Great Britain issued a pair of stamps to 
commemorate Victory in World War IL The theme was 
peace and reconstruction, so the stamps featured doves, 
olive branches and symbols of redevelopment. 

Whereas the 2V^d value was conventional, in retrospect it 
seems the 3d value may have carried a subliminal message: 
designed by Reynolds Stone, it was full of symbolism closely 
associated with freemasonry 

The square and compasses and the trowel and bricks are both 
symbols used in masonic rituals, and the latter is perhaps the 
single best-known motif of the organisation. The curly ribbon 
with which Stone unified his design comprises five examples of 
the figure 3, a sacred number in freemasonry circles. 
Furthermore, with freemasons holding that white is the colour of 
purity and purple of divinity, is it coincidence that the images 
appear in white on a purple background? 

Stone himself is not believed to have been a freemason, but the 
man who ultimately approved the design certainly was. Long 
before he came to the throne. King George VI was initiated into 
the Navy Lodge, and he acknowledged later that 'Freemasonry 
has been one of the strongest influences of my life'. 

Was the King himself instrumental in the design of the 3d 
stamp from an early stage? More likely, did the designer

correctly anticipate what the King would approval of? 

Or was it all mere coincidence? After all, compasses and 
trowels also have a general significance as symbols of 
architecture and construction. 

Whatever the explanation, George must have appreciated the 
design which shows him gazing not only at the dove of peace but 
also at the masonic symbols that meant so much to him. ■
